Very unusual for Canada at the 2018 Winter Olympics, is the lacklustre performance 
of the Canada’s hockey team. The Men’s National Ice Hockey Team achieved a bronze 
medal. Canada’s hockey teams at the Winter Olympics 1924-2018 have received 9 Gold 
(most recent 2014, 2010, 2002), 4 Silver, 3 Bronze, and 4 times came in fourth, once 
was sixth and once was seventh. The men's tournament in ice hockey at the 2018 Winter 
Olympics was held in Gangneung, South Korea between 14 and 25 February 2018. 
The Russian national team, competing under the name of the Olympic athletes from 
Russia (OAR), won the gold medal for the first time in 26 years, defeating the German 
national team with a score of 4:3 in overtime in the finals. 


Congratulations Canada in setting a NEW Winter Olympics record of 29 
medals in 2018, next up, go for 30 at the 2022 Winter Olympics in 
Beijing, People’s Republic of China.

SI7E MM: 38 was born in Brooklyn, New 


York on January 2, 1928 
and passed away at age /5. 


Len was first exposed to the world of magic at the 1939 New York World’s Fair when he 
witnessed a pitchman demonstrating the Svengali deck. Two years later when Len was 
13, he and a friend joined a magic club at the library. In the early 1940s Len got to 
meet other magicians and make some lifetime friendships by joining a magic group 
called F.A.M.E. This was run by famed puppeteer Shari Lewis’ father Abe “Doc” Hurwitz 
better known as Peter Pan the Magic Man. Len absorbed as much as he could during 
these years and eventually put together a Pitchman Act. Of course Len and his friends 
haunted the New York magic shops. Len was most fond of Tannen’s Magic Shop 
because, of course, of the presence of Lou Tannen himself. Len at one time worked 
part time filling mail orders in the backroom of Tannen’s. In 1946 at the end of the war 
Len was drafted into the army. Len having a good head for numbers was sent to the 
Radio School and ultimately taught Morse code to other soldiers, and he also 
performed magic shows for other servicemen. Len was then stationed at the Pentagon 
building where he did many shows and perfected his comedy magic act. After his 
service finished, Len became a professional magician and performed in clubs and on 
early television. It is Len Cooper’s image on the woods above and in the photo. 


Len had a bad hay fever problem and decided to go to the Laurentian Mountains in 
Montreal for vacation. To help pay his way, he performed at hotels. It is at the Lauren- 
tians where Len met the love of his life, Bernice from Toronto. The couple married in 
1956 and raised three children. At the time of marriage, Len bought a music shop in 
Port Chester, New York and operated it for nearly 20 yrs. In 1975 Len and Bernice 
moved to Toronto and opened up Browser’s Den of Magic in competition to the Arcade 
Magic & Novelty Shop run by Sophie and Harry Smith. Many famous magicians came 
to Len’s shop, including David Copperfield and Doug Henning. Browser’s (aka The Den) 
was a home away from home for many magicians. In 1995 after 20 years operating a 
magic shop, Len (now 68) and Bernice decided to enjoy their golden years and sold the 
business to the current owner, Jeff Pinsky who had come to the shop since he was a 
small child. Len continued to visit the shop on Mondays for 7 more years. In May 2002 
Len’s kidneys began to fail, and he passed away in January 2003.

Alcohol is a DRUG, Cannabis (marijuana) is a DRUG, some other drugs are Magic Mushrooms, 
Ketamine, Methamphetamine, Ecstasy, LSD, Salvia, Cocaine and Crack, GHB, Heroin, and 
abuse of prescription drugs (opioids for pain, benzodiazepines for anxiety and sleep disorders, 
and stimulants for ADHD). Alcohol poisoning has become a crisis in North America. Other than 
the USA, Canada has the highest opioid abuse in the world. Overall deaths tripled from 2000 to 
2015 and continued to climb from that point on. In Canada, currently the worse centre for both 
use and exposure is B.C.

damaged. Fentanyl is known to be 50 times more potent than heroin, and a speck the size of a 
few grains of salt can kill. Many drugs are unknowingly laced with fentanyl. The scary thing is, 
fentanyl can be absorbed through the skin or inhaled if it becomes airborne, putting responders 
— and even police dogs - in danger. For those who come into contact with fentanyl, the onset of 
adverse health effects is rapid and profound. Symptoms, such as disorientation, coughing, 
sedation, and cardiac arrest, can occur within seconds after exposure. Since one wrong move 
could be deadly, agencies are now instructing officers to wear gloves and masks when handling 
any type of substance to protect their skin and lungs. After interception, they’re advised to bring 
the evidence directly to a drug lab without stopping to field-test it. First responders are also 
being trained on how to self-administer the anti-overdose drug naloxone, just in case of 
accidental exposure. They’re also being educated on the risks associated with fentanyl, and 
agencies are stressing the importance of their officers developing awareness of their Surround- 
ings. One thing’s for sure, though: The streets have only gotten more dangerous since fentanyl 
entered the picture. That’s why it’s crucial for first responders to be up-to-date with proper 
protocol for fentanyl exposure - measures that will hopefully prevent more unnecessary casual- 
ties.
